Willis Named Police Court Justice as Council Organizes 


Councilman Richard R. Willis is the new police court justice of ; 
Washington C. H. 
He was unanimously chosen chairman of council at an organiza­ 
tion meeting held Monday at IO A. M. at the city building, and auto­ 
matically became police court justice. 
Willis, who has presided over the court before during the absence 
of Robert H. Sites, whom Willis succeeds, was placed in nomination 
by Ronald Cornwell, a new councilman, who succeeds Sites. 


Cornwell and William Clarke, both elected at the last election 
were sworn in by City Manager W. W\ Hill. 
Clarke succeeds himself after having been appointed a year ago 
to fill out the term of Frank Snyder, deceased. 
The salary of Justice Willis remains unchanged at $1200 per year, 
under action of the new council. 
Mrs. Mary Jannette Jenkins has been employed clerk of the po­ 
lice court and assistant to the city auditor. 


John Boone was elected vice chairman of council, succeeding 
Willis, who had held the post for several years. 
The first case coming before the new police court justice was 
that of Robert O’Neil Jones, 25, hospital janitor. Wilmington, who 
was taken into custody here on a Charge of driving while drunk 
and without a driver's permit. 
Justice Willis fined Jones $250 and costs, and suspended $125 of 
the amount upon payment of the remainder and penning good behav­ 


ior. He also was required to pay the costs as Well as the costs on th* 


; charge of having no operator's license, and was required to obtain 
a license. 


Justice Willis has been a lifelong resident of Fayette County, 
; and for years has been engaged in the insurance business here. 
As a member of council he has always displayed sound judgment 
in dealing with the tv,any questions arising for disposition/ always 
(Please turn to Page Twelve!
